Applicant argues, per claim 1 , that Lakritz already allows the user to modify or add translation terms to the User-Defined TermDB, so that 
it supposedly would not make sense to modify Lakritz to add translation terms a la Hamann. The examiner disagrees, since Hamann's 
approach can be conveniently used to add user-defined translations to Lakritz's TermDB (cf. Lakritz col. 27, II 45-49 with Hamann col. 6, II 
60-62). 

Also, contra applicant, the art does not specifically have to give the motivation to combine; it is sufficient that the knowledge of one of 
ordinary skill at the time of invention would suggest same to combine the references. 

Moreover, contra applicant, translating identified localization strings within a markup language document is no different from doing same 
for the electronic document of Lakritz. 
So, the Final Rejection stands.
